pany, is dy’tz at Grady hospital as 
the resnit ot a motor truck wreck 
Monday afternoon on the Rosweil 
road, 200 vards south of the Roswel! 
bridze. 

His wife, Mrs. Daisy Poss, and 
the truck driver, Luke Rainwater, 
escaped with severe lacerations and 
bruises. The truck, which belonged 
to the Roswell Grocery company, 
was damaged badly. 

Hole Causes Crash. 

According to information given 
doctors at the hospital, the truck 
was going toward Roswell with Mr. 
and Mrs. Poss as the guests of Rain- 
water. 

As the car rounded a sharp curve 
in the road and drew near the bridge 
—about ten miles beyond Buckhead 
—the front wheels struck a large 
hole in the side of the road. 
The truck was loaded with groceries 
and the entire cargo was emptied 
upon Poss as he wis p' ned to the 
ground by the truck. 

The victim’s presence of mind pre- 
yented serious injury to his wife. 
Realizivg that the truck was turning 
over, he clung to the seat, supporting 
his wife and keeping her from falling 
out, 

Carl Sisk Better. 


While sutgeons Monday night said 


“Carl Sisk's condition waa still crit- 


ical, they had more hopes for his 
recovery than at any time since he 
reached Grady hospital, Sunday night. 

Sisk, an 18-year-old Oglethorpe uni- 
yersity student, was struck down by 
an automobile in front of Government 
Base Hospital No.'48 as he was walk- 
ing on Peachtree road Sunday right 
in company with Mitchell C. Bishop, 
a senior at the college.

Washington, February 23.-—(Spe- 
cial.)—The controversy over the 
Stone Mountain memorial to _ the 
Confederacy was thrown directly in 
to congress Monday, when  Repre- 
sentative Woodruff, of Michigan, re- 
publican, introduced a resolution in 
the house asking for an investigation 
by Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
into reports that the work is to be 
abandoned. 

These reports have arisen as the 
result of the charge of Gutzon 
Borglum, sculptor, that the Stone 
Mountain Confederate Memorial as- 
sociation was. practically out of 
funds, and was not taking active 
steps to continue the work. There 
is considerable interest in the me- 
morial here, and the controversy. 
stirred up by Borglum is the subject 
ef much comment. 

Woodruff's Resolution. 
Woodruff's resolution reads: 
“Whereas, the 68th congress of the 

United States has passed and enacted 
into law the coinage of $65,500,000 
commemorating the valor of the sel- 
diers of the south, and, 

“Whereas, the further purpose of 
that act was also to commemorate the 
building of a memorial at Stone 
Mountain, Ga., undér certain plans 
and designs circulated and presented 
to members of congress, and 

“Whereas there has arisen some 
question bearing upon the fulfillment 
and completion of the original plans, 

“Therefore, Be it Resolved, That 
the secretary of the treasury be, and 
he is hereby, instructed to secure from 
the sculptor and from the associa- 
tion designs of these plans complete, 
together with the budget from the 
association as to the use proposed for 
monies to be raised by the sale of 
the commemorative coin to the pub- 
lic.”

BARTOW CLAIM POSTPONED

Washington, February 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)

Washington, February 23.—The 
house aircraft committee today took 
up a proposal for reopening its in- 
vestigation almost as unexpectedly as 


ings, but after two hours of discus- 
sion behind closed doors, the question 
went over until tomorrow, when an- 
other executive session is called. 

The first indication that the i¢- 
quiry might be resumed was an ant- 
nouncement todav by Representative 
Perkins, republican, New Jersey, the 
committee examiner, that an execu- 
tive meeting had been called. Later, 
it was learned that Representative 
Reid, republican, Illinois, had writ- 
ten Chairman Lampert, asking that 
the committee be called to receive 
“certain evidence which I deem is 
necessary to complete the record.” 
When the executive meeting was cen- 
vened, Representative Prall, democrat, 
New York, offered a motion to reopen 
hearings Wednesday. 

Laid on Lack of Funds. 

After the decision to close the in- 
quiry Saturday, Mr. Perkins announc- 
ed the action was prompted by lack 
of funds and to make possible the 
printing of the committee record be- 
fore the adjournment of congress 
March 4. Less than $1,000 of. the 
$25,000 allotted for the investigation, 
he said remained, 

Prior to the executive session today, 
Representaitve O'Sullivan, démocrat, 
Connecticut, declared the committee 
had been “deceived” into voting to 
close its hearings because of lack of 
An examination of the books, 
he said, disclosed that $2,250 remain- 
ed unexpended, instead of $700, or an 
ample amount to conclude the work 
the committee had mapped out. 

“Whether purposely or not,” Mr. 
O'Sullivan asserted, “‘we were led to 
believe Saturday we must close at 
once to have enough money to print 
the record.” 

Due to Misunderstanding. 

After today’s meeting, Mr. Perkins 
said a recheck of the books substun- 
tiated Mr. O’Sullivan’s stacement, and 
he explained that confusion as to the 
funds resulted from a committee clerk 
being misunderstocd in reporting the 
balance. The $700 represented the 
amount the committee weuld have 
had March 4, Mr. Perkins added, if 
it had continued the inquiry, while 
several members understood this 
amount to represent the evctual bal- 
ance on hand Saturday. 

Action on the Prall-.resolution to 
reopen the hearings was deferred un- 
til tomorrow, he said, to provide time 
for a more accurate account of its fi- 
nances, He flatly denied rumors that 
abrupt terinination of the inquiry had 
been decided upon after “outside pres- 
sure” had been ayplied. 

Can’t Be Coerced. 

“Nobody ever coerced me or any 
member of the committee to end the 
inquiry,” Mr. Perkins said. 

Representative Wea, of California, 
a democratic member of the comm:,- 
tee, added that “there was nothing 
mysterious or sinister about the com- 
mittee closing its hearing, as one rea- 
son was the condition of its finances 
and another that the record was pree- 
tically complete.” 

Mr. Perkins declared the commit- 
tees expenses approximated $15 a 
day. An offer made by Representa- 
tive Bloom, democrat, New York, to 
finance the committee personally un- 
til March 4, he added, had not been 
officially received by the committee.

Washington, February 25.—The 
name of Senator Holm O. Bursum, 
republican, New Mexico, was added 
today to the list of United States 
senators under investigation by the 
department of justice in connection 
with charges of improper use of in- 
fluence before’ § federal government 
agencies, 

Senator Wheeler, democrat, Mon- 
tana, is already under indictment in 
his home state on a charge of accept- 
ing a fee for practicing before a gov- 
ernment department, and -the justice 
department made it known Saturday 
that it was investigating a similar 
accusation against Senator Selden 
P. Spencer, republican, Missouri. 


Deny Fourth Is Involved. 

Reports at the capitol that still 
another senator was under inquiry 
were denied by justice officials. 

A new” grand jury proceeding 
against Senator Wheeler is under 
way here, however, and that senator 
said today he might appear before 
the jury tomorrow on the invitation 
of the justice department. 

Both Senators Bursum and Spencer 
denied they had violated any federal 
statutes in connection with apnear- 
ances before any government agencies 
and said they would welcome tne most 
thorough inquiries. Senator Spencer 
so informed Attorney General Stone 
in a letter, which he made a part of 
the senate record, after arising to a 
point of personal privilege. 

Bursum Charge Not Revealed. 

Justice officials did not dizclose 
the exact nature of the charges which 
have been made against Senator Bur- 
sum by Carl Magee, a New Mexico 
newspaper man, who was a witness 
in the Teapot Dome investigation. As- 
sistant Attorney General Donovan 
said that this investigation thus far 
had developed nothing of importance, 
but that he intend@##*‘to see the mat- 
ter through.” 

Senator Bursum, in denying Ma- 
gee’s charges, made the counter-charge 
that the purpose was to embarrass 
him in the contest he has brought to 
retain his seat in the senate as axzainst 
Sam G. Bratton, who was elected on 
the face of the official returns. He 
added that the charge grew out of 
efforts he made to sell cattle in Mex- 
ico some years ago. The New Mexico 
senator denied he had sought to obtain 
the consent of agents of the war 
finance corporation for the sale of 
the cattle, on which the corporation. 
had made a loan, and out of the sale 
of which he was to receive a com- 
mission. His version is that, at the 
instance of bankers who had mort- 
gages on the cattle, he had sought to 
arrange a sale in Mexico, but that 
when he reported back the condition 
under which the sale could be financed

Evacuation of Cologne by 
Allied Armies Regarded 
as First Step Toward 
Real Peace.

London, February 23.—An_inter- 
allied conference, designed to prepare 
the way for President Coolidge’s pro- 
posed disarmament conference, will be 
held in March if Great Britain can 
arrange it. The immediate work of 
this conference will be to secure the 
evacuation of Cologne and to insure 
more firmly the peace of Europe. 

Informal invitations, officially de- 
scribed as preliminary “negotiations,” 
already have been presented to France, 
Belgium and Italy. ‘These negotia- 
tions, it. is learned, are “proceeding 
satisfactorily.” If successful, the con- 
ference would allay the fears and sus- 
picions of France and Germany. Elim- 
ination of French fears ig virtually 
essential] to a successful Washington 
conference. 

Note to Germany Foreseen. 

The British envisage an informal 
conference which will draft a joint 
note to be sent to Germany, explicitly 
outlining what Germany must achieve 
in the way of disarmament before 
Colozae can be evacuated. The parley 
probably would take place in Brussels. 
The United States would not partici- 
pate, as the agenda would deal exclu- 
sively with questions involved in the 
Versailles treaty. 

The British would like to limit -the 
conference to the Cologne question, 
and the “negotiations” now in pros- 
ress mention only Cologne as a subject 
for discussion. Nevertheless, it is real- 
ized in Downing street that Premier 
Herriot will raise the question of se- 
curity. Hence Britain is preparing 
to discuss that matter when it arises. 
The British are convinced that it 
would be impossible to do more than 
merely begin discussion of a security 
pact at the proposed conference, as 
the British dominions have not yet 
expressed themselves fully with regard 
ta a Brtish pledge to maintain the in- 
tegrity of the French state. 

Accept Responsibility Alone. 

All that Britain knows so far is that 
the dominions will not consent to ac- 
cept joint responsibility in guarantee- 
ing continental security. Britain, 
therefore, is faced with the prospect of 
accepting full responsibility for such 
a guarantee, probably through the me- 
dium: of a five-power agreement in- 
volving Britain, France, Belgium, Ger- 
many and Holland. 


Earthquake 
Shock Rocks 
Alaskan City 


Tremors, Lasting Half Min- 
ute, Heaviest in Years, 
Pioneers Declare. 


Seward, Alaska, February 25.-- 


(By the Associated Press.)—Earth- 
quake tremors, lasting a half min- 
ute, wrecked chimneys, broke water 
pipes and sent residents scurrying to 
safety in the streets at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

The Seward end of the United 
States signal corps cable to Valdez, 
200 miles northeast of here at the 
northern end of Prince William 
sound, was broken by the shocks. 

At Morraine, 62 1-2 miles north 
of Seward, on the Alask- railroae, 
the tremors forced water «ut of the 
line’s water tanks. Heavy shocks 
were felt at many points on the 
Alaska railroad. 

When the first earthquake was felt 
here, people fled from their homes 
and places of business to the streets 
for safety. Pioneers said the treinors 
were the heaviest in many years. 


Anehetnes Is Rocked. , 
Anchorage, Alaska, February Lim 
(By the Associated Press.)—One of 
the most severe earthquakes ever felt 
here rocked buildings of Anchorage 
for 19 1-2 seconds at 1:55 c’clock 
this afternoon, 

There were two distinct tremors, 
the second being the hardest. They 
were accompanied by deep rumbles, 
Dishes in manv homes were broken. 
Pupils in publie schools were sent 
home. Patients in the Anchorage 
hospital were shaken out of their 
beds. li clocks were stopped at 
Curry, near here.

Cummins’ Ruling That 
Conferees Inserted New 
Matter Into Bill Sus- 
tained by 45-41 Vote. 


Washington, February 25.—Pros- 
pects for enactment of Muscle Shoals 
legislation at this session of congress 
were materially reduced today with 
the recommitting of the Underwood 
leasing Lil to conference by the 
senate. 

By a vote of 45 to 41, the rulins 
of President Cummins that the con- 
ferees had exceeded their authority 
by writing new matter into the bill, 
was sustained. The ruling had been 
debated for three days and was on 
a point of order raised by Senator 
Norris, republican, Nebraska, who is 
leading the fight for government 
ownership. 

Party Lines Submerged. 

Party lines were submerged in the 
vote, republicans and democrats alike 
dividing almost equally. Twenty- 
three republicans voted to sustain 
Senator Cummins on the appeal taken 
by Senator Underwood, democrat, 
Alabama, author of the leasing meas- 
ure, and 24 republicans voted against. 

The division among the ‘~2mocrats 
was wider, 20 voting to support the 
ruling and 17 casting their ballots in 
favor of the Underwood appeal. The 
two farimer-labor senators, Johnson 
and Shipstead, supporting the ruling.

(Special.)—New Orleans, with condi- 
tions greatly improved since partial 
adoption of recommendations made 
here by the Jean A. Beeler organiza- 
tion, of New York city, still has many 
of the same traffic problems to con- 
tend with that now are faced by At- 
lanta, according to views taken by 
Mayor Walter A. Sims and members 
of the traction committee of city 
council following an_ inspection of 
this city today. 

The committee of which Alder- 
man J. L. MeLendon is chairman, 
accompanied by Paul H. Maloney, 
commissioner of publie utilities of 
New Orleans, spent the entire day in 
studying the traffic situation here 
leaving for Houston early tonight to 
continue their study of traffic and 
transportation problems in that city. 

The Atlanta party, which, in addi- 
tion to Maror Sims and Alderman 
McLendon, is composed of Alderman 
W. B. Hartsfield, Councilmen W. C. 
Jenkins, James IL. Wells and J. A. 
Beall, all members of the ecommittce 
and John A. Bea@er and Harold H. 


Dunn, of the Beeler organization, 
were extended an official welcome to 
New Orleans by Mayor Andrew J. 
MeShane and Commissioner Maloney. 

The entire day was spent in an 
extensive tour of the city, during 
which Mr. Maloney and Mr. Beeler 
explained all phases of the traffie sit- 
uation, and steps which are contem- 
pleted in remedying it. ‘The tour 
resulted from a survey and report 
made by the Beeler organization in 
Atlanta, in which many sweeping 
traffic. changes were recommended.

SHIFTS FURTHER 
FROM ISOLATION 


United States Should Set 
Example of Moderation 
in Armament, President 
Tells Women.

Washington, February 23.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge rests his main hope of 
world penee an international tribun- 
als, ratther than on isolated military 
strength. 

Beyond indispensable minimum 
forces necessary to preserve order at 
home and protect .against aggression 
from without, he believes that agree- 
ments between nations are the real 
source of peace and economic secur- 
ity. The president explained this pol- 
icy before the women’s conference on 
nadtional defense and said the United 
States must set the _ example fos 
“moderation in armaments.” 

This address was viewed with uns 
usual attention because of the admin: 
istration’s proposed armament limitay 
tions conference, the world court pro- 
tocol, which is. ignored by the senata 
and Senator Borah's proposal to ou 
law law. 

ca iust. Make Law Certain. 

“About in. proportion as the nas 
tions shall make progress in creating 
effective tribunals for the peaceful 
settlement of international differ 
ences, they will find themselves able 
to lessen .their military establish: 
ments,” Mr. Coolidge said. “If the 
rule of law were established and cer- 
tain, then there would be far less 
need of armaments. So, as we ad 
vance toward security under the law, 
we shall be able to reduce the 
strength and cost of armaments.” 

The president is thus hitching his 
second armament limitations confer 
ence to his economy program. He 
thereby obtains not only the back 
ing of those interested primarily in 
abolition of wars, but the tremendous 
support of those to whom his econ 
omy campaign has appealed. Han 
ding made the first conference por» 
ular by emphasizing that it bad 
averted an almost certain.war in the 
Pacific. Coolidge will attempt te 
make his popular ty classifying it as 
an economic measure. 

Leaving Isolationists. 
Another evident fact is that Cool 
idge is moving farther and  farthes 
away from the isolationists. He has 
never been an isolationist himself, 
and Ambassador Kellogg, who is ta 
be his new secretary of state, was 
one of the most pronounced pro- 
leaguers on the republican side in the 
treaty fight. There is no thought of 
going Into the league, of course. The 
significant thing is that the president 
is shifting the emphasis. more toward 
international agreements. 

“Universal and assured pence, un 
der the law of nations, is an ideal ta 
wich all of us are devoted,” the 
president said. “It is true that we 
have not stopped wars. But it is 
also true that there is today a more 
definite and more widely entertained 
cenception than ever before of the 
possibility to prevent war under an 
effective rule of law. 

Great Advance Made. 

“This is the gréat advance. We 
have not reached the end. Probably 
we shall not reach it for many gener« 
ations, But it can hardly be doubt. 
ed that the purpose and aspirations 
cf human kind are definitely, intelli- 
cently, aud insistently enlisted in the 
e:fort to make war an impossibility 
in this world. 3 

“But. we are eompelled to recoge 
nize that national safety requires 
such a measure of preparedness aa 
shall be the guaranty against aggres- 
sion, without committing the nation 
to militarism. For the present, the 
most we can hope is to secure gen- 
ernl acceptance, in good faith and 
without reservation, of the view that 
whatever armaments we create. what- 
‘ver preparations we make, shall be

General Wilson, 


Ot Grant Stati, 
Dies Suddenly 


Wilmington, Del., Februagy 23.— 
Major General James Harrison Wiil- 
son, U. S. <A., retired, last of the 
Civil War corps commanders and the 


last member of General Grant's staff, 
‘died at his home today while shaving. 

He had been ailing for several 
months, but when he arose today he 
said he felt quite well. Shortly aft- 
erward he was seized with a heart 
attack and fell to the floor, dying in 
a few minutes. Funeral services 
will be held Wednesday afternoon. 

General Wilson, who was &7 years 
of age, had a long and distinguished 
career as a soldier, engineer, railroad 
man and author. He led the troops 
in the raid in which Jefferson Davis, 
president of the Confederate states, 
was captured and was one of the best 
known of the cavalry generals in the 
Union army. 

General Wilson retired from mili- 
tary service in 1870, to devote his 
time é#o railroad work, but returned 
to the army during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, and the Boxer campaign in 
China. In recent years, he had de- 
voted most of his time to writing.

More severe penalties for cruel and 
inhuman treatment and abolishment 
of the bat, 

CGne-man management. 

Full-time medical officers. 

An annual audit by independent 
auditors of the prison financial af- 
fairs and installation of a business 
system. 

A continuation and extensive en- 
largement of the honor farm and 
honor system wus urged. 

“We condemn the present practice 
of home guards or other officials 
taking away of the convict overtime 
that he has earned at hard labor, 
because of some supposed infraction 
of prison rules,” the report said.

That idea, because of differing con- 
ditions, has obtained excellent re- 
sults in New Orleans, but, according 
to Mr. Beeler, would not be feasible 
in Atlanta. 

On New Orleans downtown streets 
traffic is allowed to operate in only 
one direction on practically al] of 
them. going in opposite directions 
on alternate streets. 

One-Way Street Cars. 


While double street ear tracks are | 


laid on almost all streets, the left 
hand tracks have been abandoned, and 
even street cars operate in only one 
direction on each street. The result 
is an even flow cf traffic and much 
less crowded parking conditions—as 
vehicles are allowed to park on either 
side of the street.

Although the New Orleans public 
service corporation owns the street 
railway system, as well as the gas 
and electric light companies, all are 
under direct supervision of the city, 
and the city government may request 
such changes, either for extensions or 
curtailments as it sees fit. Because 
of the large capital expenditure in- 
volved, however, all of the. Beeler 
recommendations have not yet been 
inaugurated. 

Many Changes Recommended. 

Many changes similar to those in 
effect here have been recommended for 
Atlanta, including rerouting of carts, 
elimination of some stops, and other 
changes necessary to amplify and 
speed up the street railway service. 
Although many streets in New Or- 
leans’ business section are narrower 
than those of Atlanta, the one way 
traffic plan is made feasible by the 
fact that they all are parallel, while 
Atlanta’s are not. 

The one way traffic plan has been 
the greatest factor in speeding up 
traffic and eliminating congestion, 
members of the committee were told. 
Vehicles are permitted to pass street 
cars on either side, and to park on 
both sides of the street, but adoption 
of the idea has been instrumental in 
reducing the number of accidents, Mr. 
Maloney stated. 

Although the biggest day of the. 
Mardi Gras is tomorrow, and more 
than 25,000 visitors were in the city 
today, all traffic moved with a swift- 
ness and precision that was astound- 
ing. Speeding cars were-urged to 
greater speed by traffie officers, and 
not a single accident was reported 
during the entire day.

Griffin, Ga., February 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Spalding county grand 
jury, in special session today, indict- 
ed Otis hawls, G. M. Rawls and A. 
F. Gossett for mob violence in cor- 
nection with the flogging of 7. H. 
Ernest, tenant on the farm of G. M. 
Rawls, February 3. G. M. Rawls 
was also indicted for a statutorg of- 
fense in connection with the case. 

The imdictments were made public 
late Monday afternoon. Judge W 
E. H. Seagey, Jr., called a special 
session of the grand jury to consider 
the case. 

Ernest was taken from his home 
and flogged severely for unknown rea- 
sons by a band of masked men. His 
wife and father-in-law, J. W. Huff. 
also were roughly handled. After the 
actack, they sought refuge in the 
county jail in Griffin, where Judge 
Searcy ordered them tobe held until 
the special session of the grand jury. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ernest had previous- 
ly said they recognized some of the 
party but would rot make their iden- 
tifieations public.

Governor Ritchie 
And the Constitution 
BY SAM W. SMALL. 

What a pity it is that such an able 
and attractive young statesman as 
Governor Albert Ritchie, of Mary- 
land, should allow 
himself to become 
obsessed by fan- 
tastic and ridicu- 
lous notions about 
the constitution 
of the United 
States. He has 
taken ae solemn 
oath twice as gov- 
ernor of a great 
and historic state 
to uphold and en- 
force that consti- 
tution even over 
the constitution of 
the state of which 

is the chiet magistrate. The 
natural presumption should run that 
he fairly understands the supreme 
charter. 

But in his address to the Mary- 
land society in New York on Wednes- 
day evening he raised serious doubts 
as to his even casual acquaintance 
with the kieaasenn The speech was 
a perfect specimen of an appeal ad 
captandum vulgus. If, being known 
as the chief protagonist of “the 
wets’’ of Maryland, he had confined 


his declamation to a denunciation of 
the Volstead act, he might have been 
passed up as au fait and QO. K. He 
was reelected governor specifically 
io make sour faces at the prohibition 
laws, and, as Major Livingston Mims 
would say, for him “hie labor, hoe 
opus est!” 

Where he missed his proper step 
was when he made an omnibus 
charge that the federal government 
bas usurped about all the rights that 
the American citizen was ever sup- 
posed to possess, He entirely|s 
smashed the dictum of that eloquent 
Marylander, Henry Clay Dean, who 
said on the floro of the bouse of 
congress: 

“IT look to the Declaration of In- 
dependence to Jearn what rights are 
mine and to the constitution to learn 
how much of them I have surrendered 
for the general welfare!” 

Governor Ritchie, on the contrary. 
denies the sovereignty of the people 
over their own constitution of gov- 
ernment, and evidently believes that 
the true function of popular govern- 
ment is to make the laws correspond 
with the whims, prejudices, appe- 
tites and sanctions of the individual 
—no matter how many millions of 
individuals must be individually 
placated in order to induce them to 
be law-abiding! It is to laugh! 

Tt seems to he well understood by 


everyone but Governor Ritchie that 
the federal government can ‘exercise 
only such p@aers as the people con- 
fer upon it by the constitution. 

If the federal government has “the 
power to control intoxicating 
liquors,” it is because 46 of the 48 
states, with Marvland among the 46, 
constitutionally conferred that power 
upon the federal anthority. And if 
those 46 states voluntarily  vielded 
that right of control to the federal 
government, who has any right to 
denounce them for their decision to 
do so? 

What arrant nonsense it is ro talk 
raucously about the states having 
been “robbed” of their individual 
sovereignty over the liquor traffic! 

As for the income tax being ‘a 
violation of the constitution,’ as. he 
Claims, it was expressly embodied in 
the constitution, by the states ratify- 
ing the sixteenth mendment, after 
the supreme court had held — that 
without such. amendment the congress 
was impotent to impose an income 
tax; and the latest expression of 
the popular will is the controlling 
gre. always. 

Governor Ritchie inveighs against 
contempt proceedings in the. federal 
courts, when he ought to know that 
these are not new inventions by an 
usurping government, but are as old 
in precedents as the first annals of 
the common law. 

He asks, “What has become of the 
guarantee against double jeopardy, 
when the states are permitted to 
punish a person for the same act 
for which the federal government has 
punished him?’ When he ought to 
know that such double jeopardy has 
existed since the federal government 
was put into action. Every sover- 
eignty punishes the violation of its 
laws. The case books are full of 
decisions to that effect ever since 
1790.

'duction, and the consumption or de- 
mand for petroleum products exceeds 
| the production, there naturally is a 
bidding up on the price by varions 
_ refining companies for the availab’e

{ Government statistics indicate that 
‘for the month of December there was 
an enormous decrease in the produc-

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IN MEXICO CLASH 


Mexico City, .Februarvy 25.—(By 
the Associated Press.)\—One person 
was killed and seven igjured in a 
clash at noon today between follow- 
ers of the recently proclaimed Mex- 
ican Catholic apestolic church and 
orthodox Catholics, when women wor- 
shippers attacked a so-called sepa- 
ratist priest, Luis Monje, when he 
attempted to celebrate mass in the 
Soledad church, a _ short distance 
from the national palace. | 

The »olice were summoned to sup- 
press the disorder and fired in the 
air. The worshippers protested that 
they were the victims of armed sep- 
aratists who had been guarding the 
church since it was seized Saturday 
night. ¥ 

Despite the police, the women re- 
fused to leave the edifice and re- 

ained inside with the purpose of 
preventing Monje from conducting 
mass, 

After the announcement last Wed- 

nesday of the formation of a national 
Mexican church and the publication 
of a manifesto in which Joaquin Pe- 
rez, ealling himself a* former priest, 
proclaimed himself patriarch, about 
100 armed men, led by the so-called 
Father Monje. on Saturday drove 
Father Alejandro Silva from the Sole- 
dad church. When the police arrived 
to preserve order and clear the near- 
by streets, the secessionists consent- 
ed to leave the ehurch, but only on 
condition that. Monje should not be 
disturbed and that they be permitted 
to maintain five armed men to watch 
the place of worship. 
Although it was announced that 
Monje would celebrate mass yester- 
day, the service did not take place, 
and when an attempt was made at 
noon today to conduct mass, the 
women worshippers vociferiously pro- 
they learned that the 
separatist leader was on the altar. 

Owing to the opposition of the 
middle classes of the popuface, it is not 
helieved the separatists will attempt 
to carry out their announced inten- 
tion to occupy the Cathedral and 
other large churches in the capital, as 
well as the Guadalupe Shrine, which 
is the home of Mexico’s patron saint. 

The separatists have declared that 
their movement is being supported by 
Mexican labor organizations, but Ed- 
uardo Moneda, general secretary of 
the Mexican regional federation of 
labor. .tthe largest organization of its 
kind in Mexico, is quoted as saying

High Lights in Cotton Market 


BY THEO. H. PRICE, 
Editor Commerce and Finance. 


New York, February 23.—The 
drouth in Texas, the phenomenal ex- 
port movement, .2/ the high “basis” 
on which* spof~cotton, especialy long 
staple cotton, is selling, were the out- 
standing featur; of the cotton market 
last week. Th.,; are all bullish fac 
tors, and the trade is asking itself 
whether their influence is iikely to be 


outweighed by the subsidence of the 
stock r--rket boom and the reactionary 
tendency of the grain market. 


The week has passed without any 
relief from the drouth in the south- 
west, whi! the eastern section of the 
belt is beginning to complain of too 
much moisture. Comparisons of tiie 
rainfall in Texas and Oklahoma this 
season with the average for the past 
two years show a deficiency of 60 
per cent in Texas and 40 per cent in 
Oklahoma. Whether the shortage will 
be m de up in time to give the crop 
a normal start no one can sav. It is, 
however, admitted that the lack of 
subsoil moisture is jus: as detrimental 
to wheat as cotton and there is less 
talk of raising wheat on acreage *j:'1- 
erto planted to cotton. 

No let-up in the exPorts of cotton 
is as yet discernible. Shipments for 
the week total 209,000 bales and the 
outgo for the season to date now ex- 
ceeds last season’s exports for the same 
period by nearly 1,800,000 bales. But 
the news from foreign textile centers 
does not indicate that consumption is 
keeping pace with the purchases of 
raw cotton and it is inferred that 
both British and continental spinners 
are building up reserve stocks in order 
to protect themselves in case the next 
crop should be a short one. 

Manchester dispatches report a fair 
aggregate of business at firm prices, 
but there as in the domestic dry goods 
market an absence of larze transac- 
tions is noted. The market for Egrn- 
tian cotton in Liverpool continues to 
fluctuate wildly. prices having declined 
sharply within the past few days. 

In the spot markets the further 
advance in the “basis” and the pre- 
miums on long staple cotton continue 
to attract attention. Merchants and 
shippers are combing the interior mar- 
kets for gool quality cotton. but are 
finding it diffieunlt to buy the grades 
they need to fill tneir contracts with 
mills. Long staple cotton is in de-

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mand at handsome premiums. A few 
years ago when the cord tires first 
came into popularity and it was said 
that long staple cotton was not nec- 
essary in their manufacture, the sta- 
ple cotton growers were depressed by

In view of the bullish aspects of 
the week's developments it is some- 
what surprising that the futures mar- 
ket has failed to make any progress.

Tintil one of the 
many factors in the situation that now 
offset each other assumes major im- 
portance the market is likely to remain 
within the range to which it has been 
confined for several weeks.
